The  Bluefield  Extension  (June  6,  returning  to  Los  Angeles  June  9),  is  $200,  aH  expenses 
included.  This  includes  an  additional  $50  tax-deductable  contribution  to  KPFK.

KPFK  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  Pacifica  Foun- 
dation, a  non-profit  institution.  KPFK  is  a  member 
of  the  Association  of  California  Public  Radio  Sta- 
tions and  the  National  Federation  of  Community 
Broadcasters. 


"Our  job  is  to  combat  the  nihilism  and  despair  being  generated  by  the  mass  media 
.  .  .the  idea  that  nothing  or  very  little  can  be  done  to  change  the  world  around  us," 
says  Clare  Spark,  KPFK's  new  Program  Director.  Clare  comes  to  her  new  job  brim- 
ming with  an  enthusiasm  that  is  helping  to  regenerate  the  entire  station.  "We  have 
to  earn  our  support  from  our  listeners.  With  the  New  Right  attacks  against  Pacifi- 
ca and  public  broadcasting  in  general,  we  have  to  be  more  sensitive  than  ever  to  tne 
needs  of  our  listeners.  We  can't  be  a  station  just  for  the  few.  And  any  signs  of  elit- 
ism and  self-righteousness  in  our  programming  will  be  the  first  things  to  go  out  the 
window!" 

The  1980's,  according  to  Clare,  will  be  a  time  of  political  readjustments,  thus 
providing  a  golden  opportunity  for  KPFK  to  provide  the  type  of  information  and 
analysis  necessary  to  energize  people  to  take  a  stand.  Clare  herself  came  to  the  sta- 
tion in  the  late  1960's  as  a  result  of  her  being  politicized  listening  to  Pacifica  cov- 
erage of  the  Winter  Soldier  Investigations  and  the  People's  Park  Movement.  "Be- 
fore coming  to  KPFK,  the  most  political  thing  I  ever  did  was  totally  reform  the 
Rustic  Canyon  Nursery  School,  "  confessed  our  new  Program  Director. 

Since  starting  her  weekly  Sour  Apple  Tree  program  in  1969,  Clare  has  produced 
an  endless  number  of  collages  and  documentaries  for  Pacifica.  Her  special  on  Jim 
Morrison  was  described  by  the  L.A.  Times  as  a  "landmark  Pacifica  production."Clare 
was  the  Drama  and  Literature  Director  at  KPFK  in  the  early  '70s,  and  has  secured 
two  grants  each  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  and  from  the 
National  Endo\A/ment  for  the  Arts.  As  founder  of  the  Yankee  Doodle  Society  she 
has  produced  and  continues  to  produce  a  number  of  programs  on  American  history 

Clare  prides  herself  on  always  having  been  a  good  student.  "It  must  be  a  pro- 
duct of  my  Pruitan  upbringing,"  she  speculates.  A  graduate  of  Cornell  University, 
Clare  has  been  a  science  teacher  and  held  an  Alfred  P.  Sloane  National  Fellowship 
at  the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Education.  "Our  job  now  is  to  be  good  students 
of  history.  KPFK  doesn't^belong  to  any  particular  political  group.  But  we  pre  on 
the  side  of  history  and  in  our  reporting  we  must  be  critical  and  well-documented." 

Clare  says  her  direction  in  programming  will  be  nothing  more  or  less  than  an 
across  the  board  application  of  the  principles  upon  which  Pacifica  is  founded.  One 
of  the  station's  primary  tasks  will  be  to  "promote  the  cultural  welfare  of  the  com- 
munity with  a  special  regard  to  the  rich  history  of  the  culture  of  the  minority, 
working  class,  and  women's  movements."  An- 
other major  theme  of  our  programming  under 
Clare  will  be  the  "study  of  the  causes  of  con- 
flict, with  special  attention  to  clashes  of  class, 
race,  gender,  and  all  forms  of  nationalism." 

With  Clare's  enthusiasm,  her  experience  in 
both  the  arts  and  politics,  with  her  desire  to 
reach  out  to  always  greater  sectors  of  the  com- 
munity and  with  her  programming  emphasis 
on  an  integrated  mix  of  culture,  politics,  and 
multi-ethnic  awareness,  the  entire  KPFK  staff, 
and  even  more  importantly,  our  listeners,  have 
a  good  deal  to  look  forward  to.

Part  I  of  our  Spring  Fund  Drive  takes 
place  April  6  through  20.  Once  again 
we  ask  for  the  support  of  listeners  who 
have  never  subscribed  to  the  station, 
and  for  the  continuing  support  (moral 
and  monetary)  of  long-time  subscri- 
bers. The  first  week  of  the  drive  stays 
fairly  close  to  our  regular  programming 
schedule  (with  pitching,  of  course!). 
April  14-17  (Tuesday  ■  Friday)  feature 
very  special  scheduling,  most  of  which 
would  be  confusing  if  you  didn't  have 
a  Folio.  Some  of  the  highlights  of  that 
week:  World  Series  concerts;  L.A.T.E. 
productions;  Prophets,  Pulpits,  and 
Progressives,  a  four-part  series  on  reli- 
gious activism;  and  Imaginary  Land- 
scape concerts.  Check  the  daily  listings 
for  more  details  about  these  and  other 
special  programs. 


During  his  tragically  shortened  lifetime, 
John  Lennon's  commitment  to  radical 
and  feminist  politics  was  painfully  ig- 
nored by  the  American  media.  Yet  Len- 
non's participation  in  social  and  politi- 
cal movements  was  often  the  inspira- 
tion for  some  of  his  finest  music.  On 
Wednesday,  April  8,  8  pm-Midnight, 
Clare  Spark  and  Jon  Wiener  present 
John  Lennon:  The  Political  and  the 
Personal,  a  new  documentary  featuring 
rare  interviews  with  Lennon  and  others, 
and  of  course,  his  political  music,  some 
familiar  and  some  forgotten.  This  pro- 
gram was  written  and  researched  by  Jon 
Wiener,  historian  and  editor.  He  exa- 
mines Lennon's  relationship  with  the 
New  Left,  and  reviews  his  treatment 
by  the  Nixon  Administration  and  the 
rock  music  critics.  Wiener  argues  that 
Lennon's  real  legacy  lies  in  the  unfin- 
ished project  of  fusing  the  "personal" 
with  the  "political":  i.e.,  by  humani- 
zing relationships  with  families,  friends, 
and  lovers,  and 'by  changing  the  power 
relations  of  everyday  life. 


Did  you  know  that  Fanny  Mendels- 
sohn had  a  brother? 
On  Monday,  April  13,  Jeannie  Pool, 
director  of  the  First  International 
Congress  of  Women  in  Music  held 
at  New  York  University  last  March, 
will  come  to  KPFK  to  present  a  his- 
tory of  Women  in  Music:  Up  from 
the  Footnotes,  yvith  recordings,  both 
rare  and  everyday;  interviews,  both 
live  and  on  tape;  listener  phone-ins 
and  fundraising.  Besides  program- 
ming devoted  to  conversations  with 
living  women  composers  from  Eur- 
ope and  America,  there  will  be  in- 
terviews with  researchers  and  music- 
ologists and  performers  as  well.  Ms. 
Pool,  who  is  a  composer,  historian, 
writer,  critic,  and  programmer  at 
WBAI,  will  offer  us  music  from  the 
1 1th  century  up  to  the  present  in 
all  genres  of  classical  music,  be  they 
orchestral,  electronic,  operatic,  chant, 
or  chamber  music.

What  are  the 
links  between  nuclear  weapons  and 
nuclear  energy?  How  does  militarism 
affect  our  culture  and  our  conscious- 
ness ?  Join  us,  as  we  become  One 
Big  Union,  celebrating  not  only  sur- 
vival, but  a  better  life. 


KPFK  will  provide  live  remote  broad- 
cast coverage  of  an  international  forum 
on  Mexico-United  States  relations  to 
be  held  at  UCLA  Friday,  April  24 
(coverage  9  am-1  pm)  and  Saturday, 
April  25  (coverage  10  am-1 2:30  pm;

Lawrence  Ferlinghetti 
is  considered  by  many  to  be  one  of

'tury.  Ferlinghetti  made  his  first  radio 
appearance  on  Pacifica  December  12, 
1959,  on  KPFA  in  Berkeley.  In  Jan- 
uary 1960  KPFA  received  a  letter 
from  the  FCC  alleging  that  the  pro- 
gram broadcast  in  December  contained 
so-called  "indecent"  language.  He  has 
always  been  a  strong  supporter  of 
Pacifica  in  its  stand  on  First  Amend- 
ment issues.  When  asked  for  his  per- 
mission to  tape  record  him  at  the 
Laguna  Poetry  Festival,  Ferlinghetti 
urged  us  to  send  a  copy  off  to  KPFA 
as  soon  as  possible.  This  program  was 
recorded  at  the  Moulton  Playhouse 
in  Laguna  Beach,  California  on  Aug- 
ust 30,  1980.  It  features  Ferlinghetti 
reading  poetry  and  prose,  both  old 
and  new  (some  not  yet  published). 
He  was  "wired  for  sound"  that  night 
and  had  free  reign  of  the  stage  and 
the  audience.

$150,000  is  the  goal.  KPFK's  Spring 
Declaration  of  Independence.  April  6 
we  begin  two  weeks  of  fund  raising 
on-the-air.  In  May  we  will  complete 
the  drive.  This  comes  in  the  midst  of 
clear  signals  from  Washington  that 
Pacifica's  basic  reliance  on  listener- 
support  will  be  needed  now  more  than 
ever.  KPFK  has  benefitted  from  the 
money  made  available  through  the 
Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting 
as  well  as  through  the  programs  of 
the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities  and  the  National  Endow- 
ment for  the  Arts.  In  addition,  the 
facilities  program  of  the  Department 
of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare 
was  helpful  in  the  purchase  of  our 
equipment.  Major  cuts  or  termina- 
tions of  these  programs  will  not 
make  funding  any  easier  for  us.  But 
we  are  confident  that  you  will  res- 
pond as  never  before  to  assure  that 
KPFK  can  make  its  declaration  of  in- 
dependence from  all  outside  fund- 
ing, and  mean  it.  The  policy  which 
we  wish  to  implement  is  to  use 
funding  from  non-subscriber  sources 
(grants,  government  and  foundation; 
fund  raising  events,  etc.)  to  fund  non- 
operational  activities. 

The  basic  operating  expenses  of  the 
staff  and  overhead  must  be  borne  by 
the  subscribers.  If  we  are  able  to  get 
additional  funds,  they  should  be  used 
for  capital  equipment,  special  pro- 
gram production  activities,  or  pro- 
motion and  fund  raising  (to  build 
the  subscriber  base).  If  we  are  to 
implement  this  strategy  we  must  re_ 
place  $50,000  next  year  and  SIOO.UUU 
in  1982-83.  If  we  continued  to  increase 
our  subscription  support,  we  could 
transfer  current  grant  funds  to  pur- 
chase long-awaited  equipment,  and 
use  it  for  major  outreach  activities, 
as  well  as  for  special  programming 
(e.g.,  the  production  of  investigative 
documentaries,  the  commission  of  in- 
dependent producers  to  produce  mu- 
sic and  drama  programming).  This 
strategy  allows  us  to  take  advantage  of 
progressive  public  policy  which  sup- 
ports the  expansion  of  democratic 
means  of  communication,  and  still 
protects  us  from  reactionary  policies 
which  would  curtail  such  communi- 
cation. 


In  order  to  reach  the  above  goals 
we  are  taking  the  following  steps: 
1 )  The  goal  of  this  fund  drive  is  in- 
creased by  $25,000.  This  will  sup- 
ply half  of  the  needed  increase  for 
next  year.  Our  fall  drive  will  also 
be  increased  by  at  least  $25,000. 
We  are  confident,  based  on  the  res- 
ponse in  the  mail  and  by  phone  to 
KPFK's  programming  that  we  can 
make  the  increased  goals. 
2)  The  organization  of  FRIENDS 
OF  KPFK. 

In  the  middle  sixties  KPFK  had  a 
support  organization  of  volunteers 
in  community  groups  who  helped 
raise  money,  spread  the  word,  and 
publicize  station  activities.  There  is 
a  clear  need  for  this  form  of  organi- 
zation to  be  rebuilt.  In  March  we  had 
our  first  meeting  of  organizers  for 
Friends  of  KPFK.  We  have  now  be- 
gun to  build  the  chapters.  They  will 
be  geographic,  as  well  as  based  on 
communities  of  interest  (lawyers, 
labor,  students,  music  lovers,  etc.). 
The  KPFK  staff  will  work  closely 
with  the  effort  of  Friends  of  KPFK. 
The  Friends  leadership  will  be  in- 
tegrated into  KPFK's  local  advisory 
board  to  strengthen  our  connection 
with  communities. 

If  you  are  interested,  please  con- 
tact Mario  Casetta  or  me  at  KPFK 
during  business  hours.  Our  survival 
depends  on  our  ability  to  unite  m 
support  and  defense  of  Pacifica's 
existence.  We  must  be  on  the  offen- 
sive during  this  period,  for  only  our 
increased  growth  and  visibility  will 
meet  the  challenge. 


In  the  interest  of  advancing  all  of 
our  understanding  of  the  role  of 
Pacifica,  we  will  be  beginning  a  new 
feature  in  the  Folio  starting  next 
month.

...to  promote  the  full  distribution 
of  public  information;  to  obtain 
access  to  sources  of  news  not  com- 
monly brought  together  in  the  same 
medium;  and  to  emply  such  varied 
sources  in  the  public  presentation 
of  accurate,  objective,  comprehen- 
sive news  on  all  matters  vitally  af-

Perhaps  no  other  songwriter/singer  better  synthesized  the  1960's  in 
his  music  than  Phil  Ochs.  A  contemporary  of  Bob  Dylan,  Ochs 
never  quite  reached  superstar  status;  he  was  usually  too  busy  per- 
forming for  free  at  protest  rallies  in  New  York,  Los  Angeles,  Santiago, 
and  Montevideo. 

His  songs  "The  War  Is  Over,"  "Love  Me  I  'm  a  Liberal,"  "A  Small 
Circle  of  Friends,"  and  dozens  of  others  symbolize  the  passion,  com- 
mitment, and  joy  that  characterized  the  explosive  social  and  political 
movements  of  ten  and  fifteen  years  ago.  Ochs,  depressed  by  the  events 
of  the  early  '70s  (the  overthrow  of  Allende,  Attica,  the  demise  of  the 
antiwar  movement)  and  confused  about  the  role  of  a  radical  artist 
in  increasingly  conservative  times,  committed  suicide  on  April  5,  1976. 

On  the  fifth  anniversary  of  his  tragic  death.  Marc  Cooper  and  Clare 
Spark  present  a  special  documentary  paying  tribute  to  that  sorely 
missed,  provocative,  and  prophetic  singing  poet  that  was  Phil  Ochs.

Since  John  Lennon's  death  December  8,  1980,  his  commitment  to 
radical  and  feminist  politics  has  been  virtually  ignored  in  the  American 
media.  Yet  in  the  years  after  the  breakup  of  the  Beatles,  he  partici- 
pated in  a  wide  range  of  movement  activities,  and  some  of  his  greatest 
music  arose  out  of  his  engagement  with  radical  pK3litics.

Program  Notes 


NEW  PROGRAM- 
SUNDAYS,  5:00  pm 

This  is  how  social  theorist  and  author 
Cari  Boggs  describes  the  agenda  for  his 
new  program.  Beyond  the  Fragments. 

The  title  of  "Beyond  the  Fragments" 
is  inspired  by  the  book  of  the  same 
name  by  Sheila  Rowbotham.  The 
book  poses  the  central  question:  How 
can  the  Left  in  the  advanced  countries 
overcome  the  impasse  and  isolation 
that  has  destroyed  its  capacity  to  build 
a  popular  socialist  presence?  The  au- 
thor [and  her  collaborators]  suggest 
that  previous  efforts  (whether  Lenin- 
ist or  social-democratic)  have  failed 
and  that  this  failure  is  the  result  of 
basic  theoretical  and  political  laws- 
organizational  vanguardism,  sectarian 
styles,  a  narrow  economic  focus,  the 
absence  of  a  broad  cultural  politics. 
They  further  suggest  that  our  very 
thinking  about  change  has  been  frag- 
mented; that  we  put  different  parts 
of  human  existence  into  different  com- 
partments: economics,  politics,  cul- 
ture, sexuality,  and  so  forth.  The 
authors  conclude  that  only  through 
a  unified  perspective  that  integrates 
these  different  spheres,  that  looks 
beyond  single  agencies  of  change,  can 
the  chronic  fragmentation  of  the  Left 
be  overturned.  They  see  in  the  femin- 
ist movement,  both  in  its  goals  and 
its  style  of  organizing,  the  beginnings 
of  a  new  departure. 

The  old  strategies,  organizational 
forms,  and  styles  of  discourse  are  in- 
adquate  to  the  conditions  that  we 
must  confront  in  the  U.S.  today, 
where  the  Left  must  combat  bour- 
geois ideological  domination  before 
it  can  pose  the  question  of  power. 


where  bureaucratic  organization  im- 
pedes rather  than  facilitates  change. 
What  this  entails  is  an  entirely  new 
approach  to  politics,  to  organizing, 
to  thinking  about  social  change  and 
socialism.  The  failures  of  the  past  have 
left  us  with  no  alternative  but  to  pose 
new  questions  in  a  sopen  and  demo- 
cratic fashion  as  possible. 

What  is  involved  here  is  the  struggle 
to  achieve  a  grassroots,  community- 
based  transformation  of  American 
society  that  touches,  and  integrates, 
our  vast  number  of  concerns:  hou- 
sing, the  environment,  racism,  health 
care,  the  family,  unemployment,  and 
so  forth.  Within  the  Left,  the  old  ap- 
proaches have  mainly  stifled  our 
energy  and  vision  in  attacking  these 
issues.  And  theory  itself  has  become 
a  bad  word,  appropriated  both  by 
sectarian  politicos  and  isolated  aca- 
demics, instead  of  what  it  should 
be-a  way  of  understanding  our  pres- 
ent situation  and  pointing  toward  a 
future  vision  that  is  intelligible  to  all 
people.  As  Sheila  Rowbotham  puts  it: 

Theory  should  help  us  to  move  when 
we  wish,  and  to  settle  in  the  best 
camping  places.  It  should  help  us  to 
communicate  and  spread  experience, 
feelings,  understandings,  ideas,  and 
thus  facilitate  action.  It  should  not 
be  a  series  of  guided  sign-posts  that 
only  a  small  elite  can  decode  and 
which  lead  us  round-and-round  in 
circles.  I  realize  that  theory  has  a 
grand  resonance  which  comes  from 
the  towers  of  academia  and  the  fos- 
silized authority  of  sectarianism. 
Both  of  these  approach  theory  as 
something  attainable  only  by  the 
few.  It  becomes  fixed,  hanging  above 
us  in  a  kind  of  ahistorical  space.  But 


ideas  come  from  our  experience  of 
our  lives,  from  the  past  wisdom  of 
others,  and  from  the  movement  for 
change.  Our  efforts  to  abstract  from 
our  practice  and  history  through 
theories  of  how  to  make  socialism 
are  not  good  for  all  time,  to  be  hand- 
ed on  like  dusty  catechisms,  repeated 
by  rote  as  correct  thought.  They  have 
no  universal  validity.  If  they  serve 
more  than  their  time,  well  and  good. 
But  this  does  not  make  them  sacred 
texts:  it  makes  them  more  fitting 
to  be  used  and  enjoyed  and  devel- 
oped. I  think  that  each  effort  of  ab- 
straction must  be  constantly  re-ex- 
amined, criticized,  dipped  back  into 
experience,  merged,  and  be  born 
again. 

This  notion  of  a  democratic  theory 
involves  an  approach  to  change  that 
is  above  all  collective  and  democra- 
tic, that  looks  to  popular  self-acti- 
vity, to  new  forms  of  democratic 
control,  to  a  fusion  of  the  political 
and  the  personal.

The  Computer. 

Our  computer  is  located  in  Santa  Bar- 
bara. Your  payment  may  not  go  into 
the  computer  as  quickly  as  you  might 
think  because  payments  go  to  our 
lockbox  and  through  the  bank  before 
they  are  fed  into  the  computer.  This 
process  often  takes  more  than  a  week 
from  the  time  you  send  your  payment.

Moving-Address  Changes. 

If  you  move,  your  Folio  will  not  be 
forwarded  unless  you  have  requested 
Second  Class  forwarding  from  the 
Post  Office.  The  best  way  to  expedite 
an  address  change  and  assure  contin- 
ued receipt  of  the  Folio  is  to  contact 
ui-in  writing  preferably -before  you 
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move,  giving  us  your  name,  old  zip- 
code,  and  new  address.  There  is  an  ad- 
dress form  on  the  back  page  of  the 
Folio  that  you  can  clip;  it  already  has 
your  current  mailing  label  on  its  back. 
Always  include  your  account  number 
at  the  top  of  your  Folio  label  for  in- 
stant handling.  Address  changes  that 
we  get  back  from  the  Post  Office  cost 
us  25c  apiece  and  frequently  take  a 
month  to  be  returned  to  us.

Exchange  Mailing  Lists. 
KPFK  exchanges  and  rents  its  sub- 
scriber lists  to  other  organizations  of 
common  interest  (Channel  28,  Ralph 
Nader,  ACLU,  etc.).
